thereof to provideand make new for the peoples further and future wel- 
fare,to execute juſtice and judgment,to deliver the unjuſtly impriſoned, 
and to relieve the oppreſſed, and not to ſpend their daies and ſtudies upon 
queſtions frnitleſs ard unprofitable for the Common=-wealth,in deviſing 
. and preſcribing to themſelves (like fome lawleſſe Lords of Mannors ) 
- - boundlefle priviledges, which diffcr in nothing from exorbitant Preroga- 
tives, in forging and framing of Oathes and Covenants (which favour 
more of policy then piety )for gins and ſ{narer,in making parties, and dif- 
puting of particular intereſts, in exhauſting the people of great fums,and 
when they are gathered, in diſpoſing of them among themſelves.

muſt be, but no mention of reward for i Hers of railing moneyesro Pay'it; 
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but now they have done what they nd require, what ihould they do with 
them but turn them out of doores : ſo SURG GARE with the rod, all that 
remains for them nov, is, to deviſe how to calt it into the fire. 

The next aA,will be a re-eſtabliſhing the King on his Throne, in caſe he 
ſhal but eſtabliſh the many-headed monſter of Presbytery,that ſo the Lords 
and the Lairds here(as the Scotch-man faith)that is,the chief man of every 
Town and Pariſh,may with che domineering Presbytery, rule the roſt,-and 
tyrannize-over the common People here,thetr eſtates and liberties, as the 
g00d Lords and Lairds, with their Presbytery, do over the poor ignorant 
Lord-ridden People there. And here will be a confirmation of that pre- 
rended happy union between both Kingdoms. And thus both Nations will 
be both one, and alike equall inſlavery and thraldome, that the one may 
not mock the other any longer. | 

Is there never a Roman ſpirit left, that dare interpoſe, and protelt for 
kis Countrey, againſt theſe deſtrutive Councells, and Votes for A{9rmar 
Bondage ? I am confident. it would be a gratefull af, and would not want 
owners: yet for my part,l take not ſuch their Votes for-Decrees, like thoſe 
of the Medes and Perſians, unalterable ; nor their illegall Ordinances for 
binding Lawes. And LhopelI am not alone in this judgement ; for we are 
not bound to obey to our own deſtruction: this principle, the ſafety of 
the people to be the ſoveraigne Law,is as true and as uſefull for the people 
as for the Parliament. They are not choſen to make themſelves our Lords, 
and us their {layes; but to free us from all exorbitant powers and opprefii- 
ons, and to eſtabliſh unto us our. native Rights and Immunities , not to 
pretend the removall of a few old oppreflors and oppreſſions, and to in- 
troduce many new ones in their ſtead, like the Tinker that mends one hole 
and makes two. | 3 

Now deare Countrimen, lay your hands upon your hearts, and if ye 
be willing afterall, tobecome ſlaves to your fellowes and ſervants, fit ſtill 
and be careleſle, and keep your ſelves warme by your fires, and take a pipe 
or two of Tobacco. But if ye be of my minde, and on my fide, rouze up 
your ſpirits, and ſhake off this careleſſc ſecurity; come,and boldly call your 
own ſervants to an account, and demand your own of them, with the ad- 
vantage, know what improvement they have made for your good, of that 
talent of power and priviledge wherewith you have intruſted them, 
for the ſpace of full ſix yeares, and do not at the laſt, like Iſſachars Aſe, 
croutch down between two burdens; inſupportable Presbytery, and in- 
tolerable Lordſhip. Let theſe men either forthwith redreſſe your grievan- 
. $cg,and ratitie your native rights and liberties go you , according to eee 
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Oaths, and end of their Eleftion; or els remonſtrate to the world, and 

renounce them, and reſtrain the power within its proper fountain, | 

The beſt end of the Stafte is yet in our own hand; if we have but hearts 
to make uſe of it to our beſt advantage, which is to preſerve and ſecure 
our ſelves and poſterity, lives, eſtates, and liberties, from ixreyocable and 
inextricable vaſlallage and thraldome. 

- One caution note good Countrimen, and I have done, and will leave 
all to your conſideration, May we not ſtill feare , in caſe this Army be 
disbanded, ( the which let us pray and endeavour to preſerve, if we deſire 
either ſafety or liberty ) that unlefſe we will condeſcend to the Scots 
(whoſe Commiſſioners lie here to negotiate)in things relative to the Kin 
and Church, for manner and forme, nay in every re{pe&, that we ſhall be 
threatened againe with the Scotch blade. And who knoweth whether 
part"vf their late departed Army, may not (under the notion of oppoſing 
the Rebell Montroſe in the North of that Kingdome) be reſerved in rea= 
dineſſe, to menace, or re-invadeus, in caſe we come not up to their pun= 
Ailioes ? 
 Thopebetter, though I feare the worſe; for who knoweth what a day 
may bring forth? It is good to foreſee what may be,and to provide for the 
work, alchough at preſent they do appeare like ſome clouds, which carrie 
ſtorms,far removed,and not likely to fall upon our heads; yet cannot I difſ- 
c&fn our 3kie to be ſo cleare, as that we may diſcard all feare : True it is, 
that the clouds are ſomwhat broken and diſperit, but do ye know how 
ſoon the wind may turn North, and bring together again, to the renew= 
ing the ſtorm upon us? In my judgement the weather-cock of our State 
looks that way ; and he is inſenſible, that feeleth not a Northern ayre in, 
our Climate. And againe, have not the Malignants, and revenge-deliring 
Delinquents, an advantage when this Army 1s diſſolved, to raiſe tumults 
and ſtirres, and by violence (as they have done heretofore) obtrude de- 
ftrucive Petitions, and inforce the Parliament to grant them, to the utter 
ruine both of Parliament and Kingdom ? And what publike ſtrength then 

is there to ſuppreſſe them ? The Trained Bands of Londos : like $0 like,as 

the Devill ſaid, when he danced with the Collier. 

Nor will they only take away that faithfull,unparallel'd,well-govern'd 
Army,which hath(under God)preſerved you,and ſo leave youand your li- 
berties open to the deſtructive AAts and Councells of your adverſaries; but 
will alſo appoint and ſer over you, in the others ſtead, an irreligious ma= 

lignant Army of deſperate wicked men (ſuch as thoſe of Major Generall: 
Maſs late Brigade) to awe and curbe you, ſo that unlefle ye will 
aoedanett - eels. — 
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conforme to the indire& DireQory, [BM our confeſſion to the Prieſts, 
after the manner of the Papiſts, and profeſle the new-deviſed Confeſſion 
of Faith, a long-ſtudied Presbyterian Creed, ſuch as our Fathers never 
knew nor believed, ye ſhall be phandered : Thus ye ſhall have a Religion 
eſtabliſhed by the Sword,but not a Reformation according to the Word, 
the old Eſſexian-Deſigne : but he that took away the Head thereof (as 
with a whirle-wind) when his heart was full ſwolne with deſpight and 
pride, can as eaſily remove the inſtruments which are behind. In the mean 
time, it is well ated by Phil. the Jew , Zack, and 71. of Wales , and the 
Weſt-Countrey Dennis. Gallant Lads : brave (ards and well packt, they 
do never deale, but there's a K»ave in the ſtock, : 
- And for the better ordering of this deſigne, the ſame party had deter- 
mined among themſelves, to have put out his Excellency Sir Thomas 
Fairfax, as a man no longer worthy to be truſted, and to have pur in, (as I 
have heard) one Colonell Graves, one of the leaſt in account for vertue 
and goodueſſe, of all Sir Thomas his Commanders; a man indeed of no 
repute, either for piety or good prattice; whoſe men were more like 
Gerings dainning crew, then Parliament Souldiers : and uſually like Com- 
mander, like Souldier. ; 

But after a long debate in the Houſe on Friday the fifth of, Aſarch, as if 
they hid never known Sir Thomas, nor had any experiment. of his ability 
or fidelity, it was with great difficulty carried by a few more Votes, that 
he ſhould command in chief over their new intended Army, yet they are 
reſolved to chooſe him his Officers, as if he did not know now, as well as 
formerly, what men-were fitteſt to be intruſted under him : and it muſt be 
difpored alſo, whether any but ſuch as have taken the Covenant (the pre- 
cious Covenant) ſhall be Commanders there or no, and whyT pray, haye. 
not Sir Thomas his Commanders, who never took the Covenant, appro- 
ved themſelves more faithfull, and done the Kingdome more good ſer- 
vice, then moſt ever did that took it 2 My opinion is, that man is more to 
be truſted, that refuſeth the Covenant for conſcience ſake, then he that 

-Cakes it (as the great Maſters of the Aſſembly prefſe i) for policy and ad- 
vantage fake. Oh but this is a true Touck-lionc to diſcover him. that is 
Contrary to their minde and defigne ! 

And although they miſſed of their purpoſe, in voting away Sir Thomas 
himſelfe, they have voted away 8400 of his Foot, and foure Regiments of 
his horſe for Ireland, aſpecious ſhew : But eAngnu latet ſub herba, why 
were not Mafies Horle (which might better have been ſpared , and were 
much more tit forthe temper of that corrupted Climate ) ſen thither ?

Or why are they not,now ſought out and mployed that way ? There are 
enough of them and ſuch others very well at leiſure, and would be glad of 
the ſervice upon reaſonable termes ; you may heare of them at every Ta- 
verne and Alchouſe, if not ſomtime in a worſe place. Without doubt there 
might as many ſpare-Officers and Souldiers be gathered up about the two 
Cities, and the Garriſons diſmantled and to be. diſmantled, and in other 
parthy bs Wong make a ſufficient Army for Jeland, without taking any 

rom Sir Thomas : Col.Poyntz I believe could ſpare ſome, and all of them 
ſuch as they may better traſt, free-Covenanters, men of their own ſtamp 
and judgment : I conceive it no policyfor them to truſt any Independents 
in that deſperate Kingdome, men whom they, do ſo much diſtruſt here at 
home, where comparatively there is no danger. 

And why ſhould this party intruſt the ſame people in a Kingdome of 
sreateſt danger,and that in matters of highelt nature , without ſwearing 
to the Covenant, whom they will not truſt here at home, with a beggarly 
Headborough or petty Conſtables place without it? O admirable conft- 
dence ! But this is a paradox, and I will unfold ict. _ 

"Is it not'to pack away this approved Army, which ſtands ſo mvch*in 
the way, for Irc/ar4, againft the Rebells, as David did Faithfull Vriah,to 
Rabbah, againſt the Ammonites, and then to raiſe one new out of the dif 
banded crew of deſperate men, reſerved and left. behind to act their de- 
ſigne : for the Devill and his ſervants are beſt for thoſe to make uſe of, 
that oppoſe the Kingdome of Jeſus Chriſt. And well found out, grave Sy- 
20d, pious eAfſembly; for ſuchas are your principles, ſuch are your meanes 
and Inftruments. And ſaving your Reverence , what have ye done theſe 
foure yeares, plaid at cards, or onely {tudied where ye might have the 
beſt patterne of Church-government to ſerye. your owne turne? Yeare 
but the Scors Apes; for ye have not ſtudied a Religion for us out of 
Gods Word , but ye have-borrowed. us one out. of Scotland, as wicked 
King e-Thaz brotight a patterne of the Altar from Damaſcus to Jernſa- 
tem : And now it is come tothe taſte, it doth nor reliſh halfe ſo well as a 
Soland Gooſe ;; it goeth downe, ye ſee, but like chopt hay. Truly the Par- 
liament might have ſent for the copic themſelves, and ſo have faved you 
a labour, and the Countrey all the charges of fo long feeding ſach a 
company of Abbey-Lubbers. Bur ro proceed, I hope this gallant Army, 
though it be thus voted, will not be thereby blaſted. Tf the Parliament 
are this' Nations ſervants, ſo are they. The Parliament were aflem- 
bled, and ſolemnly yowed beforz God and all the world, to do judge- 
ment and juſtice , rhe which yet they never did, and to maintaine and

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eftabliſh'(the which I belicve if they-can chooſe;they never. willfthe rights 
and liberties of the Commons of £gtand, and this Army hart fonghe ind 
redecmcd them, and, as 7 may ſay, brought them to the Parliaments hands 
ro confirme and eſtablith,the which the Parliament ought to do, and, as I 
conceive, this Army may jultly challenge, and have juſt cauſe to ſee done; 
for they have cquall intereſt with the Parliament in them, and have adven- 
rured much more for them : and as the one kath the word to_yote, ſo 
hath the other the ſword to att. ke oy 

And therefore ſure they will be ſo wiſe, for ſo it is expeRed, as not to 
undertake another Warre in a ſtrange Kingdome, as deſperate , and more 
dangerous then theformet here, for thefe ingratefull mens pleafures, be- 
fore they ſce the conditions performed to themfelyes, and .fellow-Com- 
mons of England, in this their native Countrey ; the which theſe men 
that have now voted them hence, have ſo frequently and fo fearefull 
ſworne and promiſed them before all. the world (to wit) the eſtabliſhing 
of the Lawes , and of the birthright and liberty of this. Nation , the 
which this Army , under God, hath purchaſed by their ſword, for them- 
ſelves, their poſterity, and for all the free-borne people of this Land; and 
if they ſee nor theſe things done before they goe , if they go, let them 
. be aſſured they ſhall never have them done after : and if they be not made 

good unto them in this their native countrey, let them never expe&X per- 
tormance of them in another : No, if this party can but get this Army 
- to bee a meanes for the pujling downe their enemies for them there, 

as they have bcen here ; they hope by that time, few of this Army, of of 
their friends may ſurvive, to exact any recompence, or fulfilling of 
Oaths and promiſes of them, but will leave that to them and their deare 
Brethren, the religious Scots, who never brake oath, to performe after 
their death; and fo indeed this Covenanting party may happily fulfill one 
Particular of their grand Solemne League and Covenant, in ſetling a uni- 
formity in Religion (when there are none to hinder them) in the three 
Kingcomes. | 

$0,'t 15 better the Army ſhould firſt ſee the fruits of their travails and 
Peri.is paſt here, otherwiſe I conceive they have no cauſe, and as little en- 
courapement to make new adyentures for Trap-makers, and leave their 
native Countrey , tacir wives, children and friends, to the cruell mer- 
cics of the © Maters and perſeciiters.Let the covenanting party make uſe of 
ſuch © they account rheir own,truſty blades, that will, like themſelyes, not 
onely {waitow the Covenant , bur the Kingdome toogif we will but ſtand 
{till and let chem doe whar they will, or elſe let them begin againe and 
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prefle : but I doubt they will not find ſuch a fimple,parcell againe in both 
' Kingdomes, as theſe poore deſpiſed, diſpighted Independenrs, who came 
in willingly to their helpe, have borne the hear of the day, and have been 
(under God) their chiefe preſervers, who have been more friendly and 
faichfull ro them, then any of their Heatheniſh Covenanters, and yer 
now at laſt their reward for all, mult be only a kick out of doors. 

But ſeeing theſe devout Covenanters have-ſo ill rewarded this Army 
and their friends who under God were 'their Guardjans before they had 
either Army or Guard, 1hope the Army will not be ſo unwiſe , bur firſt 
to ſee their own Countrey, friends, and Families ſecured here in England, 
before they ſtirre one foot,or undertake for [reland, Proximmus quiſque ſibs, 
every man is neareſt to himſelfe, and as it hath been ſhewed, there are 
ſpare helps, enough beſides, let them therefore firlt ſend an Army of their 
owne Tribes thither, and ſee if they will doe as much for them there, as 
this ſame Army hath done here. Is it not better Countrey-men and friends, 
for this Army to ſtay at home and hold their Weapons in their hands, 
till they ſee _their,and our Birthrights , Priviſedges, and. Liberties, for 
which both they. and we have ſought and adyentured our lives and eſtates, 
{etled and ſecured here for themſelves and us, their and our wives and 
families , poſterities, and eltares ? and then if there be cauſe, and they 
willing , they may ſafely and with comfort goe and help their Neigti- 
bours :, in the meane time, leg them know, it is not wiſdome for them 
td goc helpe to reare up another mans houſe, 'and-leave their own to lie 
ruined and waſted, though charity be diffuſive, yet 1t-begins at home. 

And although this Army hath both ploughed and ſowed,and made way 
_ fora fruicfullcrop, yet there be others (their and our enemies) that are 
ready, if this Army ſhould either diſſolve or depart, to enter into their 
harveſt, and convert the whole advantage to their owne private uſes, the 
Army hath fitted. the wax, and if they once turne but their backs, this par- 
ty Covenanters, will ſet to what ſcale they pleaſe, the which they think
